Report Says United States Lags Be- 
hind. This Respect 

American Binessmen were ad- 
vised By Golonel L. P. Ayres, busi- 
ness statisticiam and vice-president 
of the Glevelamd Trust Company, to 
compare United States recovery with 
that of Canada, 

In the four years since 1932, he 
said in the bank’s business bulletin, 
“Canada has regained 97 per cent. of 
the depression losses, while this 
country has ——: ~ per cent. of 
them.” 

The United States, he said, is in 
a recovery movement “which prom- 
ises to continue for many months to 
come. The chief significance the re- 
cent elections have for business is 
that they show that the American 
people firmly desire to have . their 
government actively participate in 
their economic problems.” 

After discussing this factor at 
some length Col. Ayres concluded: 

“We should be asking ourselves 
how it is that Canadian business has 
been able to accomplish an almost 
complete recovery, and to do it in 
the main by old-fashioned, un- 
dramatic methods of self-reliance and 
local initiative.”

PLUG SMOKING TOBACCO 
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The Prospect Of War 


Tf it were not for the tragic potentialities involved, the conflicting re- 
ports on the kaleidoscopic European situation and the daily prognostica- 
tions of authorities, and others. without authority, as to the eventual out- 
come of international misunderstandings and ‘disputes, would be entertain- 
ing and amusing. 

= Unfortunately so much is at stake for the whole world and the possible 
consequences of the ever-shifting misunderstandings among the Huropean 
nationals are so fraught with risk that one cannot. afford, even at this dis- 
tance, to treat the subject with levity, or even to contemplate conditions 
overseas with complacency. 

Both. visitors to this continent from European countries and Canadians 
and Americans who have returned home from a visit on the other side of 
the Atlantic, appear to be quite ready to voice freely their opinions on the 
causes and trends of international difficulties and even to predict the. out- 
come. Many go even further and venture to assert with confidence the 
approximate time when these quarrels are to culminate in open conflict and 
general conflagration. 

The opinions which these people convey might at least be informative 
and their prophecies might have some value, if it were not for the fact that 
mo two of them agree, and readers and listeners who are sufficiently inter- 
ested to absorb everything that is printed or spoken on the subject, must 
be befuddled in their efforts to straighten out the tangles of conflicting im- 
pressions left on their minds. 

With or without data to support their theories, these prophets an- 
nounce that there will be no general European war, that there will be a 
war some time, that there will be a war within-six months, that there is 
no possibility of an outbreak within the next year but that it is inevitable 
within the next eighteen months. Some of these prophecies are couched in 
commanding and authoritative terms with a degree of positiveness that 
brooks no hedging. Others are conditioned by “ifs”, ‘unless’, “perhapses’ 
and “most probablys.’’ 

Further than that, many of those who are sponsoring an outbreak in 
the comparatively near future are quite ready to, and do, announce what 
the line-up will be, and why, and who is going to start the trouble that 
everyone shudders to contemplate, Here again there is so much conflict of 
opinion that even if the student is prepared to accept the dictui .. 
will be a war, he is nonplussed when it comes to an effort to diagnose the 
cause, or to group the opposing nations. 

That there is a conflict of opinion on this absorbing topic is not sur- 
prising when one considers that the social, political and economic affairs 
of the majority of the nations on the other ‘side of the water are in a state 
of flux, and that national viewpoints are changing with such rapidity that 
it is not only difficult to follow them at long range, but this difficulty is 
accentuated by the almost impossibility of sifting out facts from propaganda. 

However, from this welter of conflicting opinion and mass of. tinged 
information a few truths have emerged. One of these is that most of the 
talk about a European war_is being freely ventilated on this side of the 
Atlantic while very little is being said or published on the subject in the 
European countries themselves, 

It cannot be gainsaid, however, that if the peoples of Europe are not 
talking very much about or predicting war they are at least making very 
active preparations for it, if it should come. Practically every country 
from the smallest to the largest is strengthening is defences and is rein- 
forcing all branches of its military services. None of them proposes to be 
caught napping, it would seem. 

And back of all this activity lies the germ which has caused the fever 
and which can be variously labelled—suspicion, mistrust, fear—precisely the 
game germ which has done so much to retard economic recovery from the 
general world depression, 

For all close observers must have come to the conclusion that every 
country in Europe is afraid of its neighbors. Each is afraid that one of the 
others may start something which cannot be stopped and that the innocent 
may be drawn into the maelstrom that likely to ensue, Each is sus- 
picious of the actions of the others and each mistrusts the others’ motives, 

There is also reason to believe that the rank and file of the common 
people of most, if not all, the countries across the ocean are not anxious 
for war, but, on the contrary do not want it and would be prepared to go 
a long way to avoid it, Hence, we have the incongruous spectacle of peo- 
ples who would like to devote their energies to commercial progress and 
who dislike war bending their efforts to the perfection of Costly and effici- 
ent machinery of destruction, because of fear. 

Until this attitude of distrust, suspicion and fear can be dissipated 
there can be little hope of the European situation improving and this is a 
task which might well be undertaken by a remodelled and rejuvenated 
League of Nations,

Another Reform In India 


Old Law Against’ 
Abolished In One State 
Untouchables in the native state of 
Travancore, in southern India, re- 
joiced at the abolition of the age-old 


discrimination . against. their caste 


which prevented them from wor- 
shipping in-state temples. 

In a proclamation on his 25th 
birthday, the Maharajah of Travan- 
core threw open all state temples: to 
all classes of Hindus without caste 
distinction. 

The proclamation decreed: 

“Henceforth there shall be no re- 
striction placed on any Hindu by 
birth. or religion from entering or 
worshipping at temples controlled by 
the Travancore government.” 

The prohibition against worship- 
ping in the temple with the higher 
castes is one of the worst indignities 
suffered by the depressed Hindu 
castes, and has engaged the efforts 
of Indian reformers for many years. 


‘The cause ‘of the untouchables was 


championed ‘by Gandhi: 

Travancore has a population of 
about 5,000,000. It is hoped the 
Maharajah’s decree will have a wide 
influence in India and especially in 
neighboring Cochin and the nearby 
large state of Mysore. 

The Hon. sir C. P. Ramaswami 
Aiyar, a noted Indian: political leader, 
said the young! Maharajah’s emanci- 
pation of the untouchables “marks a 
unique occasion in the history of In- 
dia, especially in Hinduism.”

Themselves For Nominal Sum 
Moscow, Russia, has opened a self- 
serve barber shop as an experiment, 
In quarters formerly occupied by an 
old-style barbering establishment 
comfortable chairs have been lined 
up before washstands and long mir- 
rors, Customers are invited to sit 
and shave themselves for a nominal 
sum. The only barber present is 
Nina Saveilyeva who is called an “in- 
structor.”

CHRISTIAN BROTHERHOOD 


Golden text: There can be neither 
bond nor free .. . for ye all are one 
man in Christ Jesus. Galatians 3:28. 

Lesson: Philemon. 

Devotional reading: Ephesians 3: 
14-21. 


Explanation And Comments 


The Salutation of the Letter, verses 
1-3. Paul writes that Timothy joins 
him, “a prisoner of Christ Jesus,” in 
sending greetings to Philemon, their 
beloved fellow-worker, and to Apphia 
and Archippus, Philemon’s wife and 
son, and to the church that meets in 
his house. “Grace to you and peace 
from God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ.’ 

Gratitude for Philemon’s Faith 
and Love and Service, verses 4-7. 
Philemon was a man of means dis- 
tinguished by his gifts to charity. He 
was zealous in spreading the gospel, 
and his house was the meeting-place 
of a group of Colossian Christians. 

Intercession for: Onesimus, verses 
8-21. “Wherefore,” since Philemon 
has proved himself good in so many 
particulars, especially in his love and 
care of the followers of Christ, as 
Paul has just writen, Paul will ex- 
pect from him this further proof of 
his goodness, that he will forgive 
Onesimus and welcome him kindly 
on his return. 

“Paul insisted that in Christ there 
could not be bound and free; and so 
he did away, at least between Chris- 
tians, with the servile relation of 
property to owner. In the personal 
contacts of employer and employed, 
sincere Christmas have found it pos- 
sible to embody the Spirit of Christ 
in both tions. They have lived 
together in ‘these relations in mutual 
respect, confidence and affection. 
Among us no Christian employer 
feels justified in asking for an atti- 
tude of deferential servility—that is 
recognized as both un-American and 
un-Christian” (Henry Sloane Coffin), 

If, then, you count me as a part- 
ner, receive him as you would me, 
“Imagine Paul arriving at Colosse 
and knocking at Philemon’s door, 
What rejoicings there would be 
through the whole household, alike 
in master and slaves! What delight 
in all hearts, on‘all faces! Just such 
a welcome he now asks for the won- 
dering sheep that has come back to 
the fold. His request is not only for 
pardon and complete restoration, but 
also for the welcome of a brother in 
the household of faith’ (Godet). 

If he has wronged you, or owes 
you anything, charge it to me. I 
solemnly promise that. I will repay 
it. And I do not remind you that you 
owe me your very self—your life in 
Christ. Yes, brother,» let me rejoice 
in the Lord because of him, refresh 
my heart in Christ. I write thus to 
you because I have had faith in you 
and know that you will do even more 
than I have requested. 

We do not know what was the re- 
sult of this plea for Onesimus, but 
we think emon could do no less 
than forgive him, receive him kindly, 
and send him back laden with 
fe Pais to remain with him and serve

First, loss of strength, loss of 
weight, fever and later a cough and 
other more serious symptoms. 

Because people know more about 
the symptoms of Tuberculosis to- 
day than they did fifteen years ago, 
the infection rate among children 
and young adults has been reduced 
to one-quarter of what it was then.

There was no ‘reason why a 
democracy could not follow a chosen 
path with as much assurance as any 
country, he said. Emphasizing that 
the rearmament program was prim- 
arily designed to protect Britain and 
Europe from war, Mr. Baldwin as- 
serted: — . 

“If we were to describe this broad 
line of policy, we should say that it 
was peace~at almost any price, but 
at the same time to be ready that no 
man might attack them.” 

The two-year lag to which he re- 
ferred in the house indicated, he ex- 
plained, the lapse of time that might 
follow the government's realization 
of the need to rearm and the date of 
the program’s announcement to the 
public. He recalled that failure of 
the disarmament conference and vast 
programs of other countries had 
caused Britain to abandon its un- 
ilateral disarmament § policy. 

“There are people who seem to 
imagine the government at that time 
should have come forward with an 
extensive rearmament program,’ he 
said. “A direct reversal of policy at 
that moment could never have been 
effected. The government of the day 
had no mandate.”

Merthyr Tydfil, where 75 
per cent. of the adult population is 
unemployed, saw amazing scenes. 
Tens of thousands of men, women 
and children lined the route, cheer- 
ing as the king drove slowly by. Just 
outside Aberdare an old woman 
stood, draped from head to foot in a 
Union Jack, 

For ex-service men the king had a 
special word of greeting. He talked 
to them of days ‘in France. At Mer- 
thyr Tydfil he stopped to chat with 
three “old contemptibles,” wearing 
Mons stars, 

And the king did his job  thor- 
oughly. Hundreds of men stood at 
the Merthyr Tydfil labor exchange 
making reports and collecting unem- 
ployment pay. The king stepped be- 
hind the counter. 

“That’s what’s wanted, Your Ma- 
jesty,” one man shouted. 

The king asked first one man, then 
another, how long they had been 
without jobs. Five, nine, 10, 11 years, 
came the replies. ‘Terrible’ sa:d the 
king to the man with the 11-year- 
record. 

His Majesty specially asked to see 
Dowlais, the blackest spot in Wales. 
There almost every family is on re 
lief. The king walked amongst the 
ruins of great industries. All around, 
standing on broken walls and Heaps 
of broken bricks, men,who once filled 
the. works with the clamor of their 
industry sang their welcome to the 
king who had come to see for him- 
self what was wrong in his Welsh 
domain, 


Britain And France 


While Standing Together Would Be 
Hard To Destroy, Says Winston 
Churchill 

London.—Great Britain and France 
together would be ‘‘very dangerous 
to molest, very hard to destroy,” 
Winston. Churchill declared at the 
annual banquet of the United Asso- 
ciation of Britain and France. 

“France and Great Britain have 
found the way to freedom by differ- 
ent roads,” the statesman said. 
“Here we are and here we stand. 
United we stand and separated we 
fall. While we stand together we 
will be very dangerous to molest, 
very hard to destroy.” 

He added the hope that the two 
countries would find the United 
States with them “at the end of the 
road’ leading to peace and prosper- 
ity. But, he said, “we must not ask 
too much of the United States; we 
must try to do the work ourselves.” 

Camille Chautemps, French min-
